The world is getting "sm aller" 
due to advances in transporta­ 
tion and communication. 
Some

The 
present 
excitement 
over Telstar is further proof of 
what lies ahead. 
De va lua tion of the Dolla r 
Gold is widely discussed a t this 
time because of its relation to 
the value, and possible devalua­ 
tion, of our dollar. Some people 
talk as if ‘by a nod from the 
President," the world’s economic 
troubles would cease, but it is 
not so simple. Among the rea­ 
sons: (1) All the other leading 
countries would also "devaluate" 
their dollar (or equivalent) . . . 
(Franklin Roosevelt learned this 
25 years ago); (2) there is now 
no agreement among the nations 
as to an international currency 
and its relationship to their own 
domestic currency; (3) the ques­ 
tion as to our owm budget and 
deficit must be resolved in ad­ 
vance;

For these and other reasons, 
I now believe that this “devalu­ 
ation" talk wall be harmful to 
the stock market and surely to 
the price of good bonds. On the 
other hand, 
devaluation 
would 
increase 
our 
"paper” 
reserves 
and automatically reduce our aid 
to underdeveloped countries. 
Theoretically, a g r e e m e n t s 
could now 
be made with 
the 
large banks of other countries 
w’hich would, 
for the 
present,

talk of devaluation. 
This could be helpful to the U.S. 
stock market, especially if the 
bankers will take President Ken­ 
nedy seriously.

My Pe rsona l Solution 
If I were President Kennedy 
I should be honest with all na­ 
tions of the world and make an 
active effort to increase the sup­ 
ply of gold.

Hence, in w hat the gov ern­ 
ment does now’, it is essential 
to protect the pub lic, b ut it is 
im portant also to continue the 
drug research that can reduce

The Background 
The U. S. Food and D rug Ad­ 
ministration was estab lished as 
the result of a law passed on 
Juno 30, 
1906, 
during the ad­ 
ministration of President Theo­ 
dore Roosev elt. It was created 
largely 
b ecause 
of

wide­ 
spread controv ersy dev eloped at 
the time b y Dr. Harv ey W. W i­ 
ley, who assailed the distrib u­ 
tion of adulterated 
foods and 
drugs. 
A law also was passed 
tho same day requiring inspec­ 
tion of meat-packing estab lish­ 
ments, some of which had b een 
accused of m aintaining unsani­ 
tary facilities. 
Much progress has b oon made 
in this field during the last 56 
years, b ut again and again it has 
b een b rought to the attention of 
the pub lic that regulation is in­ 
adequate or tha t inspection is 
not as effectiv e as it should b o. 
Today, the U, S. Food and 
Drug Administration is a part 
of the Departm ent of Health, 
Education 
and 
Welfare. 
New 
regulations on drugs hav e just 
b een drafted for study b y the 
medical profession, the drug in­ 
dustry, 
scientific societies 
and 
other interested groups. The reg­ 
ulations will go into effect with 
such changes or improv ements 
as may result from the com­ 
ments of those making the study 
during the nex t 60 days. 
Broadly speaking,

Testing is a long and lab ori­ 
ous process. Impatience sets in 
when

‘m iracle” cure for some disease, 
and the remedy is for one reason 
or 
another 
withheld. 
Not 
so 
many years ago, 
the criticism 
heard was that doctors hesitat­ 
ed too long to prescrib e rem e­ 
dies, ev en when the drugs noted 
in the headlines were said to b e 
achiev ing good results, 
going to b e solv ed entirely b y 
any new set of regulations. Many 
of the dangers will b e eliminated 
b y requirements of full disclo* 
sure. But the chances of error 
will he diminished only if the 
whole 
inv estigating 
process 
is 
b etter handled and more safe­ 
guards 
are 
introduced 
against 
prem ature distrib ution of drugs 
that may hav e damaging effects. 
But it would b e tragic if the 
pub lic furor ab out the unfortu­ 
nate 
results 
in 
the 
last 
few 
months in the use of thalidomide 
causes people to lose confidence 
in all m anner of drugs. Salk v ac­ 
cine. 
for ex ample, has accom­ 
plished wonders in cutting down 
the toll of polio, b ut it W’ent 
through a long period of ex peri­ 
mentation b efore it was released 
and finally was giv en the approv ­ 
al of the medical profession. 
M any other adv ances hav e b een 
made, especially in the use of 
penicillin and v arious antib iotics. 
But, again, not ev eryb ody can 
take them. There seems to b e no 
rule of thumb ab out drugs. Yet 
they hav e prolonged hum an life 
and hav e reduced physical suf­ 
fering. So long as tests are prop­ 
erly conducted, the pub lic con­

Goung back to 19 25 for in­

houses, 
one 
on 
Wall 
.Street, 
Keeney ’s 
t h e n 
t h e 
Kingston Op era House at 285 
Wall Street and the Orp heum 
Theatre a t 105 Broadway . The 
Orp heum seated some 9 00 p eo­ 
p le and the others had a larger 
cap acity . 
This 
brought 
some 
3,000 or more p eop le on 
the 
streets of Kingston nightly . Aft­ 
er the show they went some­ 
where to cat, and p erhap s to 
dance. If y ou had a date that 
was the usual p rocedure. You 
also strolled around to look at 
the store windows in 
v arious 
p arts of town. 
Rem em ber when folks used to 
walk to the W est Shore and 
back in the ev ening from both 
p arts of town. Sometimes they 
would walk in the station and 
rest awhile and watch the trains 
come in and out and p eop le go­ 
ing in and out. At the time we 
had some 15 hotels, like the old 
Eagle 
Hotel 
at 
16-32 
Main, 
which is a p arking lot today . It 
had a long p orch and folks sat 
out there like they do in front 
of the Gov ernor Clinton today 
Many of the stores were op en to 
midnight 
as 
there 
was 
night 
life and business till that time 
or until the last trolley w'hich 
ran that late. 
In 19 25 there were some 39 
listed as 
m eat 
m arkets, 
who 
sp ecialized 
in 
meat, 
and 
the 


g ro cery department was just r 
small 
side-line. 
Fo lks bought 
just one day or one meal sup p ly 
at the time, for there was a 
meat 
m arket 
conv eniently 
lo­ 
cated near ev ery one’s home in 
Kingston. In those day s, lamb 
chojw, 
p ork 
chop s, 
and 
v eal 
chojw, freshly cut for each cus­ 
tomer were around fiv e cents 
each. The custom er knew when 
his 
butcher 
would 
get 
fresh 
meat and what kind. The word, 
‘My Butcher’ was a household 
word. 
In fact the butcher knew each 
customer and what they liked. 
If y ou bought three Iamb chop s, 
y our usual order he knew ev ery ­ 
thing was alright in y our house­ 
hold, if y ou asked for fiv e lamb 
chop s, he might ask, “You hav ­ 
ing comp any ?’’ and before he 
gav e y ou y our change, he might 
ask, “Who is coming?" 
Ev ery neighlx >rhood had their 
own grocer, butcher and baker 
and iceman. Most of the folks 
walked to work or rode the trol­ 
ley where y ou m et the same p eo­ 
p le at the same tihie ev ery day , 
for y ears sometimes. That was 
real small town liv ing in K ings­ 
ton as elsewhere. Today it is all 
changed. Only large social af­ 
fairs or clubs bring folks out in 
the ev ening, otherwise ev ery one 
liv es in his own tent. 
Just recently I read that our 
President 
Kennedy 
said 
that 
more 
p eop le 
go 
to 
listen 
to 
sy mp hony music than to watch 
baseball. 
In 
19 25 
there 
were 
some 32 music teachers listed 
while in 19 60 some 20 are listed. 
Remember when v v e all had a 
p iano in the house, all the girls 
taking p iano lessons and boy s 
v iolin, and the p lay ing of scales 
could be heard on ev ery street. 
I hav e not heard it in y ears. I 
remember 
I 
had 
to 
p ractice 
scales ev ery day for a half hour. 
In my time, if y ou had talent or 
not. y ou took music lessons. In 
a way TV has robbed us of ex ­ 
p ressing ourselv es and enjoy ing 
tv ening walks. I wonder what 
the trend will 
be in another 
coup le of y ears?

NEW YORK (AP)—Think of all 
the time wasted by Rembrandt, 
Michelangelo and the rest of those 
old-fashioned 
masters 
of 
the 
brush-and-palette days. 
Sketching, mixang colors, daub­ 
ing away y ear after year. And 
for what? Only paintings. 
Now’ you take Raymond Auger, 
bearded young artist down in 
Greenwich Village. He has real 
know-how. 
He has an electronic monster 
to paint pictures. 
Sometimes there’s a difference 
of opinion on just what these mas­ 
terpieces portray. But the inven­ 
tor’s “automatic art show’’ in a 
little shop is drawing quite a few 
people—some 
interested, 
some 
amused. 
The masterpiece maker 
is a 


contraption of wires and electron­ 
ic gadgets that looks like a hope­ 
less tangle. 
It’s something like a pianola. 
Its actions are dictated by a punc­ 
tured roll of thick paper running 
through its “brain.” An armature 
ends in a vicious-looking clamp, 
which opens and shuts its mouth 
like an alligator. 
It grabs the 
brushes, dips them in four paint 
pots containing black, red, blue 
and yellow, and revolves on a ro­ 
tating stand. 
All it takes to set the thing in 
motion is $2—not inserted in a 
slot like you start a jukebox, but 
placed in Auger’s palm. 
Auger then turns on the switch. 
Things get rather incomprehensi­ 
ble as the monster goes into its 
act, with the brushes whirling on 
the canvas with a vengeance.

If I were President Kennedy 
I should be honest with all na­ 
tions of the world and make an 
active effort to increase the sup­ 
ply of gold.

THE SEC RETARY OF THE TREASURY 


When there are so many rumors of the appoint­ 
ment of a new Secretary of the Treasury, there 
may be some truth about it. The rumors may only 
reflect a very general opinion thai Douglas Dillon 
has lost the confidence of enough persons to give 
rise for a replacement. Certainly Dillon is no 
Andrew Mellon, who was our last outstanding 
Secretary of the Treasury. Ogden Mills, who fol­ 
lowed him. was brilliant. Roosevelt appointed his 
agricultural neighbor, Hefiry Morgenthau, who 
flipped a coin to determine the gold support of the 
dollar. M orgenthau was a humorless but honest 
and conscientious man; his appointment to the 
[Treasury was an administrative absurdity. 
Douglas Dillon, a Republican, was appointed 
Secretary of the Treasury by President Kennedy 
perhaps on the assumption that a Wall Street 
banker knows something about such complex sub­ 
jects as money, exchange, gold. etc. 
This is generally a false assumption. So-called 
investment houses rarely deal with such questions 
and their personnel know little about them. At 
any rate, as Secretary of the Treasury, Douglas 
Dillon has permitted our gold hoard to be reduced 
to a point of danger. He has done nothing serious 
to punish tax evasions by the big evaders who put 
I their money in Switzerland, Panama, Hongkong, 
and other places. His decree of July 20. prohibit- 
! ing the holding of num ismatic gold is really funny.

The other day we were talk­ 
ing alwut how the nig’.it fife 
has cnangvd in Kingston. The 
trend tcday seems to he to shop 
in th? mammoth m arket, where 
we meet many of our friends 
and neighbors, new and old. The 
refrigerator and freezer is then 
filled with everything shown on 
TV and in advertisements. Then 
everyone makes himeslf comfort­ 
able 
in 
his 
own 
home 
and 
watches his favorite program, 
and eats during the commercials. 
If you take a ride in the late 
evening, you will find the streets 
deserted and most of the eat­ 
ing places closed. 
Going back to 1925 for In­ 
stance, 
we had three moving 
picture 
houses, 
one 
on 
Wall 
Street, 
Keeney’s

Kingston Opera House at 285 
Walt Street and the Orpheum 
Theatre at 105 Broadway. The 
Orpheum seated some 900 peo­ 
ple and the others had a larger 
capacity.
